means for automatically transferring the subset of the plurality of pieces of 
content data stored in the storage medium to the connected portable media player via 
the direct local connection based on a result of the mutual authentication process 
performed between the personal computer and the portable media player via the direct 
local connection and without regard to a user input initiating the transfer des i gnat i ng the 
subset of the p l ura li ty of p i eces of content data when the input received at the means for 
receiving an input is to automatically transfer the subset of the plurality of pieces of 
content data stored in said storage medium to the portable media player via the direct 
local connection for storage at the portable media player. 

Claim 12. (Currently Amended) An information processing method carried out in 
a personal computer having a function to transfer a subset of a plurality of pieces of 
content data to a portable media player connected to the personal computer, the 
method comprising: 

storing the plurality of pieces of content data to a storage medium; 
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receiving an input via a graphical user interface of the personal computer 
corresponding to the plurality of pieces of content data, the input being used by the 
personal computer to generate a list identifying so l oct i ng whothor the persona l 
computer automat i ca ll y transfers the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data 
stored in the storage medium that are to be automatically transferred to the portable 
media player via a direct local connection for storage at the portable media player; 

performing a mutual authentication process between the personal computer and 
the portable media player via the direct local connection between the personal computer 
and the portable media player; and 

automatically transferring the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data 
stored in the storage medium to the connected portable media player via the direct local 
connection based on a result of the mutual authentication process performed between 
the personal computer and the portable media player via the direct local connection and 
without regard to a user input initiating the transfer des i gnat i ng the subset of the 
p l ura li ty of p i eces of content data when the input received at the graphical user interface 
is to automatically transfer the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data stored in 
the storage medium to the portable media player via the direct local connection for 
storage at the portable media player. 

Claim 22. (Currently Amended) A non-transitory computer-readable medium 
having stored therein an information processing program, which when executed by a 
personal computer, causes the personal computer to perform a method of transferring a 
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subset of a plurality of pieces of content data to a portable media player connected to 
the personal computer, the method comprising: 

storing the plurality of pieces of content data to a storage medium; 

receiving an input via a graphical user interface of the personal computer 
corresponding to the plurality of pieces of content data, the input being used by the 
personal computer to generate a list identifying se l ect i ng whothor tho persona l 
computer automat i ca ll y transfers the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data 
stored in the storage medium that are to be automatically transferred to the portable 
media player via a direct local connection for storage at the portable media player; 

performing a mutual authentication process between the personal computer and 
the portable media player via the direct local connection between the personal computer 
and the portable media player; and 

automatically transferring the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data 
stored in the storage medium to the connected portable media player via the direct local 
connection based on a result of the mutual authentication process performed between 
the personal computer and the portable media player via the direct local connection and 
without regard to a user input initiating the transfer des i gnat i ng tho subset of tho 
p l ura li ty of p i ocos of content data when the input received at the graphical user interface 
is to automatically transfer the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data stored in 
the storage medium to the portable media player via the direct local connection for 
storage at the portable media player. 
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Claim 41 . (Currently Amended) A personal computer having a function to 
transfer a subset of a plurality of pieces of content data to a portable media player 
connected to the personal computer, the personal computer comprising: 

a recording unit configured to store the plurality of pieces of content data to a 
storage medium; 

a graphical user interface configured to receive an input corresponding to the 
plurality of pieces of content data, the input being used by the personal computer to 
generate a list identifying se l ect i ng whothor tho persona l computor automat i ca ll y 
transfers the subset of the plurality of pieces of content data stored in said storage 
medium that are to be automatically transferred to the portable media player via a direct 
local connection for storage at the portable media player; 

an authentication unit configured to perform a mutual authentication process 
between the personal computer and the portable media player via the direct local 
connection between the personal computer and the portable media player; and 

a communications interface configured to automatically transfer the subset of the 
plurality of pieces of content data stored in the storage medium to the portable media 
player via a direct local connection based on a result of the mutual authentication 
process performed between the personal computer and the portable media player via 
the direct local connection and without regard to a user input initiating the transfer 
des i gnat i ng tho subset of tho p l ura li ty of p i ocos of content data when the input received 
at the graphical user interface is to automatically transfer the subset of the plurality of 
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pieces of content data stored in said storage medium to the portable media player via 
the direct local connection for storage at the portable media player. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-7, 9-10, 12-15, 17, 19-26, 28-30, 41-47, 49-70 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a personal computer having a function to transfer a subset of a 
plurality of pieces of content data to a portable media player connected to the personal 
computer. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The independent claims 1,12, 22, and 41 are identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature for " for automatically transferring the subset of the plurality of pieces of content 
data stored in the storage medium to the connected portable media player via the direct 
local connection based on a result of the mutual authentication process performed 
between the personal computer and the portable media player via the direct local 
connection and without regard to a user input initiating the transfer when the input 
received at the means for receiving an input is to automatically transfer the subset of the 
plurality of pieces of content data stored in said storage medium to the portable media 
player via the direct local connection for storage at the portable media player " 

Wu, US 6,442,570 discloses a synchronization system synchronizes objects 
between a portable computer and a desktop computer. Prior to synchronization, the 
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system selects objects to be synchronized between the two computers. A 
synchronization manager in the portable computer calls an object identification function 
which identifies a volume that is accessible to the portable computer. The object 
identification function also identifies objects that are associated with the identified 
volume and that have been modified since previously synchronizing the identified 
volume. The object identification function then identifies the identified objects to the 
synchronization manager, which is able to synchronize the identified objects between 
the portable computer and the desktop computer. The identification of objects is 
performed for each accessible volume in the portable computer. The system also 
provides for the communication of arbitrary data between the portable computer and the 
desktop computer during a synchronization process. The desktop computer requests 
communication of a particular set of data between the two computers. The particular 
set of data is not associated with the pre-defined data exchanged during the 
synchronization process. The set of data is then communicated between the two 
computers as requested during the synchronization process. 

Takehashi, US 6,931,531 discloses selective encryption for object data such that 
objects having copyrights to-be-protected are encrypted. There are provided a plurality 
of data compression devices for compressing respective object data respectively 
corresponding to a plurality of objects which compose a scene, a multiplexor for 
multiplexing scene description data and compressed object data to produce a 
multiplexed bit stream MB, a scrambler for encrypting (scrambling) individual streams 
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corresponding to the objects having copyrights to-be-protected in the multiplexed bit 
stream MB, to produce an encrypted bit stream SB, for outputting the encrypted bit 
stream SB to a data storage medium or a data transmission medium. 

None of the prior art, either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious. Claims 6-7, 9-10, 13-15, 17, 19-21, 23- 
26, 28-30, 42-47, 49-70 are dependent on claims 1, 12, 22, and 41 and therefore 
dependent claims also allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
